Philadelphia Trade Busy. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PHILADELPHIA, September 3, 1901.—The 
rience of every day during the past week intensifies the 


trade expe- 
conviction that the closing month, especially in its last 
half, was the best in recent years, and the particular ex- 
perience of to-day, really the first full business day since 
Friday, for when the jobbers closed their doors for the 
Saturday half holiday it was not open to them again until 
Labor Day had passed, foreshadows a September that will 
be even busier, seasonably considered, than August. “Our 
records for the past twelve years fail to show as great a 
volume of business as was done during August of the 
present year,” said A. G. Elliot to-day, thereby substan- 
tially summoning up the opinions of all the jobbers. 

With the accumulated orders incident to the first of the 
fall months and the Labor Day shut down, local dealers 
were to-day fairly overwhelmed with orders. “It’s hon- 
estly more difficult to get goods than orders,” said one 
dealer. “But while orders are freely given there is diffi- 
culty in securing higher prices, although I firmly believe 
these will soon come. To-day, however, for the first time 
since early in the year I was able to take an order at a 
half cent advance over regular rates upon explaining that 
the rush was so heavy that immediate service had to be 
paid for extra. The customer investigated the situation 
and paid me the half cent advance.”

Eastern Manufacturing Company to Build. 


Bancor, Me., September 2, 1901.—The Eastern Manu- 
facturing Company has commenced work on a new paper 
mill at its plant at South Brewer which it is expected will 
be in running order by January 1. The new mill will have 
a capacity of from 15 to 16 tons of writing paper per day 
and will employ in the neighborhood of 100 hands. The 
present paper plant will be known as Mill No. 1. The new 
one, which will be known as Mill No. 2, will be of prac- 
tically the same size, and will consume all the pulp which 
is now being shipped away. It will. also be necessary to 
purchase a certain amount in addition. While medium 
grade writing paper is turned out at Mill No. 1, Mill No. 
2 will turn out finer grades. 

The new mill will have a frontage on the river of 200 
feet, and there will be located the finishing room, 1oo feet 
long by 60 feet wide, and the shipping room, 1oo feet long 
by 50 feet wide. 

In rear of this front wing will be the machine room, 236 
feet by 70 feet wide. This will be separated from the ma- 
chine room of Mill No. 1 by a17 foot alley. In rear of the 
machine room will be the beater room, 100 feet wide by 
125 feet long. At the right of the machine room, in the 
angle between the two, will be the engine room, 22x35 feet. 
The stock room will be at the left of the beater room, and 
will be 61x88 feet. The beater room will be two stories 
high, but the remainder of the mill will be only one story. 

The buildings are to be constructed of brick and will 
have cement floors. The roofs will be graveled and sup-

Of the former, 
France, and of the latter Great Britain, was the leading 
exporter, while the proportion from the United States 
was very insignificant, except in printing paper, and even 
in this she now holds fourth place, whereas in 1898 she 
stood first and in 1899 second.

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AMERICAN PAPER IN MEXICO. 


Its Growing Use—A Permanent Display of American 
Goods in the City of Mexico—Paper Makers 
Should Be Represented. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

WasuinctTon, D. C., August-31, 1901.—In view of the 
fact that our paper trade with Mexico increased from a 
total value of $324,020 in 1899 to $379,680 in 1900, and the 
further fact that the outlook for American trade in our 
sister republic was never so bright as at the present time, 
the announcement that a movement is on foot in the 
City of Mexico to establish a permanent display of Ameri- 
can manufactures will be hailed with satisfaction on the 
part of our manufacturers who may wish to participate 
in the growing trade of that progressive country. It has 
also been suggested that a similar display of the products 
of Mexico be placed in one of the leading cities of this 
country. By this means it is believed that not only 
would the importation of goods from the United States 
be greatly increased, but that much of the trade which is 
now controlled by European manufacturers can be di- 
verted. Mexican buyers have become so used to pur- 
chasing goods of European make, due in a great measure 
to the effective missionary work on the part of European 
manufacturers, that they rarely think of looking at those 
from the United States. The United States, in the minds 
of most of them, is a place from which to get electrical 
inventions, a few staple articles, &c., but for the thousand 
and one things which are needed there but are not made 
in that country the merchant looks to the European 
manufacturer. 

American manufacturers are gradually waking up to the 
chances which exist for them in Mexico, and the perma- 
nent exhibit is being talked of and seriously considered. 
It would not necessitate any great expense and it would 
be a constant object lesson to the Mexicans of what they 
can get from their great neighbor on the north. Many 
Mexican merchants who have been approached and ques- 
tioned as to the practicability and probable success of 
such an enterprise have favored it, and the United States 
to whom the subject has been broached 
Railroad men, too, are confident 


manufacturers 
are also well inclined. 


that great good would come from such a thing for the 
Americans. 

At the outset the Mexican merchants suggested that 
the proposed plan be made reciprocal. It was not seen 
how this could well be done, so now the Mexicans are 
preparing to get up a display of their own, which they 
will establish in at least one American city, and probably 
in more. St. Louis will probably be the first city selected, 
as the manufacturers there cater more to Mexican trade 
than do those of any other part of the country. If two 
exhibits are established the second will be in New York. 

The paper trade would derive considerable benefit from 
the proposed exhibit, and if it is successfully carried 
through the trade will no doubt be well represented in 
the permanent exhibit. A. F. T. 


Union Paper Mill Company’s Plant Burned. 

MONONGAHELA City, Pa., September 2, 1901.—The plant 
of the Union Paper Mill Company here was burned Au- 
gust 30. The fire started in the small boiler room and 
spread rapidly. The machinery was badly damaged but 
can probably be rebuilt. About 60 tons of rope and 30 
tons of finished paper were destroyed. The mill was in- 
sured for $5,900. 

This mill was built in the year 1850 by the Culbertsons, 
and this is the third time it has been burned. The first 
time was in March, 1864. Then the product was straw 
board. The fire was got under control, and the mill not 
wholly destroyed. The next fire was in the fall of 1890, 
when the rope shed was consumed, but the mill proper 
was saved by the timely arrival of the fire department. 
This time the old axiom of the third time being the charm 
seems to have held good, as it was totally destroyed. It 
was converted into a sack mill in 1890, since which time 
L. C. Isler has been superintendent. 

The Union Paper Mill Company was composed of 
Hon. J. B. Finley and L. C. Isler, of Monongahela, and 
James Brown, of Carnegie. Mr. Isler, the superintend- 
ent, said that his books were all saved, and part of the 
office equipment, otherwise everything else would be a 
total loss. When asked as to the probability of the struc- 
ture being rebuilt, he replied that he did not know, as it 
was too soon to make any statement. ° He is, however, of 
the opinion that when the owners meet they will conclude 
to again rebuild. 


ROLL CUTTER TRADE TROUBLES. 


Sheriff Given Possession of the Hill-Kauffman Manufactur- 
ing Company After the Court Had Hinted that De- 
fendants Would Be Punished for Contempt. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 2, 1901.—Sheriff Keshner h 
finally obtained possession of the plant of the Hill-Kaufi 
man Manufacturing Company in this city, for which con 
cern he was named received by Judge Brown. It will |! 
recalled that when the sheriff undertook to take charg 
of the plant he met with stubborn resistance, and a 
members of the firm who possessed keys to the plant re 
fused to turn them over to him. The sheriff was power 
less to act, and merely reported his failure to the court, 
who expressed himself plainly and remarked that if his 
orders were disobeyed someone would express regrets 
later. This seemed to cool the ardor of the defendants, 
who later in the week turned over the keys to the receiver 
with apologies, and said they were acting on instructions 
from counsel. The receivership resulted from entangle 
ments in the company, which has been enjoined by th: 
United States Roll Paper Company, of St. Louis, fron 
operating, on the claim that the plant was purchased by 
the aforesaid company and a contract entered into by th« 
Hill-Kauffman Company not to manufacture cutters, &c 
or enter the business in any possible manner. It is claimed 
that Messrs. Heller and Koehne, steckholders, imm: 
diately formed the Crown Supply Company and operated 
the plant which had been sold out. 

Affairs took another turn a day or so since, when th« 
sheriff made another complaint, and Judge Brown stated 
that on the following day he would have all parties at 
interest before him to discipline them. The attorneys 
were there, but the principals had disappeared. It was 
explained that they were out of the city. The attorney 
for Messrs. Heller and Koehne stated in reply to a ques 
tion that certain patterns and rolls could be found by th: 
sheriff in Columbus, Ohio, where, however, they wer: 
used by another manufacturing company. The sheriff 
was authorized to secure possession of the same in th: 
complete execution of the court’s previous order.

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MICHIGAN’S HOLYOKE. 


A Paper Making Boom in Kalamazoo—The New Outfits— 
Some Figures Showing the Extent of 
the Industry There. 


[SPECIAI CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAI ] 

KALAMAZOO, Mich., August 31, 1901.—The paper manu- 
facturing industry in this city is growing at a very rapid 
pace. Including the mills of the Bardeen Paper Company 
of Otsego, owned by Kalamazoo capital, the investment 
in paper making in this city is estimated at $1,250,000 
The yearly business of the companies now in operation 
is estimated at $1,900,000, and when projected mills are 
completed it will rise to $3,000,000. The average yearly 
output is now 29,700 tons, and with that of the mills pro- 
jected will be 41,700 tons. We employ 1,o10 hands, the 
weekly payroll of the mills in operation is $7,600 and the 
average yearly dividends are placed at 25 per cent., all of 
which is a very good showing for this city of celery and 
buggies. 

The mill of the Superior Paper Company is nearing 
completion. The mill will.in time be equipped with two 
machines, but at present only one machine will be in- 
stalled. It was built by the Bagley & Sewall Company. 
of Watertown, N. Y., while the beating and washing en- 
gines were supplied by the J. H. Horne & Sons Com- 
pany, of Lawrence, Mass. The mill will be run entirely 
by steam, and the product will be plain and waxed tissues 
and manilas. W. S. Hodges is president and manager 
and George H. Harvey is superintendent. 

The latest company is the King Paper Company, which 
was organized by John F. King, late of the Bryant Paper 
Company. This company will build a mill for the manu 
facture of book, lithograph and label papers. 

The Imperial Paper Company was organized mainly 
by stockholders of the Bryant Paper Company. It has 
built a coating plant, which will be managed by William 
Schumacher, who was formerly with the Wabash Paper 
Company, of Wabash, Ind. It is expected that this plant 
will be started up next month 

The Bardeen Paper Company, of Otsego, has the build- 
ing bee in its bonnet, and will probably erect another

Uses of the Micrometer Caliper. 

I have seen descriptions of some novel uses of the surface 
gauge, combination square, height gauge, depth gauge, 
universal centre and surface tester and the inside caliper, 
says L. O. Weyer in the American Machinist; but it seems 
that the most indispensable tool of all, the much abused 
micrometer, does not get the attention it ought. When I 
say abused, I mean it; for did I not catch a “know it all” 
using one for a C clamp, and upon being asked he calmly 
answered that he could not get an ordinary clamp on that 
place; but he was not hurting it any, for he had only 
screwed it on lightly, &c.; but by the shape of it it seems 
he must have used a Stillson wrench. At any rate, he never 
got a chance to abuse another tool in that shop. 

We have all run up against the bluff who carries one or 
two and uses them for everything. When looking for a 
bar of stock or a piece of scrap he uses them; when going 
for a set screw, bolt or machine screw the micrometer is 
applied; if he wants a twist or flat drill he fetches it along 
to measure them, and if you give him a job to turn the 
bearings on a wheelbarrow axle, he will use them on that, 
too. As to the character of his work—well, doesn’t he 
carry a micrometer? 

Then we've seen the really good mechanic trying to line 
up his centres so his lathe will turn parallel. He has taken 
a roughing cut over the stock and then a very fine cut. 
Before he has turned 8 inches he commences to gauge it. 
He finds it .o015 or .002 inch taper, and the fun begins. He 
swings his tailstock over and tries again. Result: Contin- 
uous performance for several hours, a nearly spoiled job, 
and blessings for the fellow who turned the last taper in 
that lathe. 

Now, it’s far easier to make sure, by test or turning, that 
your live centre is true, then turn one end of your stock 
to any old size (so long as it is above the finish), taking 
a light cut to insure its being round and true; then put 
any old tool into the tool post with its back end to the 
work and clamp thereon the frame of your micrometer so 
that the spindle is horizontal and its centre in line with the 
centres of your lathe. Put in the job with its,turned end 
on the live centre, run your saddle up so that the measur 
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ing screw (using it backward with the ratchet stop o1 
knurled end against your work) stops right on some line 
then leave your crossfeed alone, using the micrometer 
screw only to pull away from the work. Now, by turning 
the work end for end and doing the stunt again, you can 
set your tailstock as accurately as it is possible, by simply 
moving over until the measuring screw stops at the same 
line. Care should be taken that the carriage is traveling in 
the same direction each time before measuring, and if you 
measure, say, within one-sixteenth of the end each time 
you can swear by the job. 

For testing a lathe to see whether its centres are the 
same height the same system can be followed by using 
the micrometer backward from the top down or bottom up 

In a grinder it may be applied by holding the in 
strument between the collar on the spindle where the emery 
and by blocking the spindle in any con- 
venient manner; only, one thing must be remembered- 
all round or circular work has an error twice what your 
measurement will show. That is to say, if your centres 
would show only .0005 by the micrometer in your test, it 
will show .o01 on your work. On straight surface work 
it shows the actual error at once. 

This system can be applied to almost any machine. On 
a planer, shaper or miller it works to perfection to detect 
any errors in the platen, vise or fixtures, and when it comes 
to line up a job to some finished surface in any machine, 
such as an angle-plate, V-blocks or some finished machine 
part, it’s as good as a surface tester (a rare thing in tool 
rooms and among mechanics). It can be almost univer 
sally applied where very accurate work is an absolute 
necessity ; yet I have seen but one man besides myself make 
this use of it. I’ve no doubt there are a good many more 
that know of it, but they seem to keep mighty quiet on the 
subject. 

I might also add they can be used occasionally as an 
inside micrometer when they go into a hole comfortably 
Only learn to read the graduations backward and you'll 
be astonished why some maker has not allowed for this 
wrinkle by inserting a hardened piece on the end of your 
ratchet stop or barrel and adding a left-hand set of grad 
uations which would in no way interfere with the other,

Early Days of the Soda Industry—-The Various Processes 
and Formulsee—The Leblanc

ARTICLE I.—SODIUM CARBONATE (SODA). 

In this and the following articles I propose to give an 
account of the chemicals employed in paper making, always 
approaching the subject from the standpoint of the manu- 
facturer. In doing so I shall indicate not only the main 
outlines of the processes of manufacture, but in some detail 
simple methods for testing the strength and purity 


of the substance under consideration. 


as welli 


I am commencing with soda because it is in many ways 
one of the most important chemicals used in the manufac- 
ture of paper, and because in its chemistry we are able to 
gain a knowledge of some of the first principles of the 
science, which are necessary to the full appreciation of the 
subjects we have in hand, more easily than in the case of 
other compounds in which the chemistry is of a more com- 
plicated nature. 

Historically the soda industry is of interest. Up to the 
beginning of last century, soda—then employed principally 
in the soap and glass making industries—was solely ob- 
tained from the ashes of marine plants, and then the term 
“soda ash” was applied to it to distinguish it from “‘pot 
ash,”’ which is obtained from the ashes of land vegetation 
The French Revolution interfered considerably with the 
import of soda ash into France, and, as a result, the French 
Academy offered a prize for the best process of manufac- 
ture from common salt. The prize was won by one Leblanc, 
who employed sulphuric acid, commonly known as oil of 
vitriol, as his principal agent. The acid acted on the salt, 
and the resultant product, known as salt cake, was treated 
with limestone and coal. This Leblanc process held pre- 
mier position until quite recently, but more soda has been 
made of late years by the so-called ammonia-soda process 

This process is.associated with the names of Solvay and 
the Brunner, Mond Company, and it enables soda to be

tainable, is the source of the sodium in commercial soda 


It is composed of two elements—sodium and chlorine. In 


the chemist’s shorthand, the former is symbolized by Na, 
the initial of natrium, another name for sodium; 
and it may be remarked in passing that this peculiar choice 
of the less known title of a particular compound to supply 
the chemical symbol is quite common, though not very 
reasonable. However, that is not our concern here, for it 
is sufficient for us to know that Na is the recognized sym- 
bol for sodium, and that Cl fills the same office for chlorine. 
The formula for common salt is therefore NaCl, Na stand- 
ing for one and Cl for ore atom of 
chlorine, the full symbol representing the smallest possible 
portion—one molecule—of sodium chloride.

I will take the Leblanc process first, and in explaining it 
explain also its equation. They are simple matters these 
equations. On the left side. you have the reacting sub- 
stances, and on the right the compounds formed in the re- 
action. There are always the same number of atoms on 
each side of the equation, for the simple reason that none 
are lost added, they are rearranged. 

We have seen then that the formula for common salt is 
NaCl, and also that in the Leblanc process sulphuric acid 
is the medium used for producing soda from salt. The 
formula for sulphuric acid is H:SO,. Hence the equation:

The hydrochloric acid is a gas, and in this process is, 
when the reaction has taken place, directed up a tower 
filled with pumicestone, and down which water trickles, 
dissolving the gas, and forming what is commonly known 
as spirits of salts, a valuable by-product of the process. The 
main product, soda or sodium sulphate, is a solid substance, 
technically known as salt cake. After the 
taken place and the gas has escaped, it is

cium sulphide. mixture of these two is known as 


calcium sulphide insoluble fact is used to separate 
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the carbonate of soda, and it is done in this way: The black 
ash is treated with water, the sodium carbonate dissolved 
and the solution filtered off from the insoluble residue. This 
solution is then boiled down until concentrated enough to 
deposit, on cooling, crystals of soda. 

The Leblanc process does not so readily give the abso 
lutely pure soda as the ammonia process, which I shall next 
describe, for the separation of the substances in the black 
ash is not perfect. By repeating the crystallization process, 
and by the later introduction of modifications, certain works 
using the Leblanc process have been able to compete on 
fairly equal terms with the newer process. The 
process, however, has the advantage of forming the val 
uable spirits of salts (hydrochloric acid) as a by-product, 


Leblanc 


which the ammonia process does not do, but it also has the 
great disadvantage of forming 2 tons of alkali waste (the 
insoluble portion of the black ash) for every ton of soda 
produced. This alkali waste is difficult to dispose of, and 
in time becomes a nuisance. 

The principle of the ammonia soda process is this: A 
solution of common salt in water is acted upon by ammo- 
nia, and carbonic acid gas is formed. When these two sub 
stances act upon one another two more complicated sub 
stances are produced. One is ammonium chloride, and the 
other bicarbonate of soda, which can be formed either into 
carbonate of soda, the soda of everyday use, or into caustic 
soda. The equation for this ingenious system is:

The bicarbonate of soda separates from the solution as a 
white solid. It is filtered off and dried. The ammonium 
chloride is used for the reproduction of ammonia. If de- 
sired, the ordinary carbonate of soda (Na:COs:) can be 
produced from the bicarbonate by heating: 

2NaHCO, — Na,CO, + H,O + CO, 

In this article I have indicated the two main methods 
of the manufacture of carbonate of soda. I have yet to 
deal with the essential and individual properties of that 
substance, and then with those facts at our command I shall 
consider its application to the paper trade, the simplest 
methods of testing its purity, explaining the trade terms 
and figures employed for indicating the values of different 
samples, and finally describing the methods by which it can 
be converted into another important paper makers’ chem
